l the State of Indiana (Burns Ind. Stat. 1974 Replacement, Sec. 53-744), the 

horoughfare Plan as set forth in General Ordinance No. G-97 adopted by the 

ommon Council of the City of Fort Wayne on November 26, 1963, is amended 

y deleting the following alley in Fort Wayne, Allen County, Indiana, to-wit:

Gentlemen: 

The undersigned, the Petitioners, do hereby respect¬ 
fully petition the Plan Commission and the Common Council of 
the City of Fort Wayne to vacate the following street located 
within the City of Fort Wayne, Indiana, and described as 
follows: 

That portion of Vermont Street, 
extending East, from the East 
right-of-way of Coliseum Blvd. 

North, to the West right-of-way 
of Inwood Drive. 

Your Petitioners represent the following: 

(1) That Petitioner JOHN E. MOSER is the owner of Lot 
147 and the contract purchaser of Lot 157 in Delta Heights Addition, 
which lots lie immediately adjacent on the South to the entire 
length of the street sought to be vacated. 

(2) That Petitioner WILLIAM E. MALQLEY is the owner of 
Lot 158 in Delta Heights Addition, which lot lies immediately 
adjacent on the North to the East 140.0 feet of the street sought 
to be vacated. 

(3) That Petitioner LOUIS ZIKO is the contract purchaser 
of Lot 146 in Delta Heights Addition, which lot lies immediately 
adjacent on the North to the West 73.4 feet of the street sought 

to be vacated. 

(4) That all of the above-named property owners consent 
to this Petition and have joined in as Petitioners to vacate the 




(5) That there are no other persons owning land 
adjoining the street sought to be vacated. 

(6) That the street sought to be vacated has never 
been improved or open to the public and undoubtedly will never be 
open since it ends at U.S. #30 Bypass, which is a limited access 
highway; that the street sought to be vacated is not necessary 
for ingress or egress or as a right-of-way to any property owners 
in the City of Fort Wayne. 

(7) That the portions of Vermont Street immediately 

to the East and West of the portion sought to be vacated now, have 
already been vacated by action of the above Plan Commission and 
Common Council. 

(8) That your Petitioners would further represent that 
said street is not necessary or advantageous in any manner to the 
growth of the City of Fort Wayne; that the vacation of said street 
will not leave any real estate within the City of Fort Wayne without 
ingress or egress by means of a public way or street and that, in 
fact, all property owners, abutting upon said street sought to be 
vacated have more than adequate means of ingress and egress and 
right-of-way to their properties from U.S. #30 Bypass or Inwood 
Drive. Finally, that the vacation of said street will not cut off 
public access to any church, school or public grounds and that it 
would be in the best interests of the City of Fort Wayne and the 
citizens thereof that said street be vacated.
